INTRODUCTION 1 This publication contains latest figures for a comprehensive range of 
economic indicators. Statistics shown in this publication are the latest 
available at the date of preparation and may be subject to revision in 
subsequent issues. Reference should therefore always be made to the 
latest issue or to the statistical publication on the specific subject. 


SEASONAL ADJUSTMENT 2 Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of 

AND TREND ESTIMATION normal seasonal variation from the series so that the effects of other 
influences on the series can be more clearly recognised. Seasonal 
adjustment does not aim to remove the irregular or non-seasonal 
influences which may be present in any particular month. This means 
that month-to-month movements of the seasonally adjusted estimates may 
not be reliable indicators of trend behaviour. 


3 The smoothing of seasonally adjusted series reduces the impact of 
the irregular components of the seasonally adjusted series and creates 
trend estimates. These trend estimates are derived by applying a 13-term 
Henderson-weighted moving average to all months except the last six. 
The last six monthly trend estimates are obtained by applying surrogates 
of the Henderson average to the seasonally adjusted series. 


4 While this smoothing technique enables estimates to be produced for the 
latest month, it does result in revisions to the most recent months as 
additional observations become available. Generally, subsequent revisions 
become smaller and after three months have a negligible impact on the series. 


5 A number of Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) data series will 
reflect significant and subsequent impacts of The New Tax System 
(TINTS), introduced in Australia from 1 July 2000. Further information 
can be found in Information Paper: ABS Statistics and The New Tax 
System (cat. no. 1358.0).

Trend estimates 


There were an estimated 214,400 persons (based on trend estimates) in 
the labour force in May 2002 and an estimated 373,800 civilian 
Tasmanians aged 15 years or more, yielding a labour force participation 
rate of 57.4%, compared to 58.5% in May 2001. The Australian labour 
force participation rate for May 2002 was 63.6%, decreasing from the 
May 2001 estimate of 63.8% (see table 39 and Labour Force, Australia, 
Preliminary (cat. no. 6202.0)). 


For Tasmanian males, the trend estimate of the participation rate was 
65.6% in May 2002 compared to 67.4% in May 2001. For Tasmanian 
females, the trend estimate of the participation rate was 49.7% in 
May 2002, compared to 50.1% in May 2001 (see table 3). 


There was a decrease of 1.1% in the number of Tasmanians employed 
over the 12 months to May 2002. Employment over the same period 
increased in New South Wales by 0.9%, Victoria by 1.6%, Queensland by 
2.8%, South Australia by 2.8% and Western Australia by 1.6%. The 
increase in the national employment figure over the same period was 
1.7% (see table 39 and Labour Force, Australia, Preliminary 

(cat. no. 6202.0)). 
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UNEMPLOYMENT 


Trend estimates The trend estimate of the number of unemployed persons in Tasmania 
for May 2002 was 17,600, compared to 19,000 in May 2001. The trend 
estimate of the unemployment rate for May 2002 was 8.2% compared to 
8.7% in May 2001. The Australian trend estimate of the unemployment 
rate was 6.2% in May 2002 compared to 6.8% in May 2001 (see table 3 
and 39, and Labour Force, Australia, Preliminary (cat. no. 6202.0)). 


UNEMPLOYMENT, TASMANIA 
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HOUSING FINANCE 


Trend estimates The latest trend series for the number of housing finance commitments 
in Tasmania shows a 2.8% decrease between March and April 2002. With 
the exception of the Australian Capital Territory (a 2.6% increase) all of 
the other states, and the Northern Territory, showed a small decrease. 
The trend series shows an overall increase of 9.0% between April 2001 
and April 2002. The national trend series shows an increase of 4.5% from 
April 2001 to April 2002 with a decrease of 0.8% between March 2002 
and April 2002.

The latest trend series for the total value of commitments for Tasmania 
shows a 1.1% decrease between March and April 2002. The trend series 
showed an increase of 25.3% from April 2001 to April 2002. The national 
trend series shows the total value of commitments having decreased by 
0.4% between March 2002 and April 2002 with an increase of 15.5% 
between April 2001 and April 2002 (see table 28 and Housing Finance 
for Owner Occupation, Australia (cat. no. 5609.0). 


BUILDING APPROVALS 


Original terms There were 165 dwelling units approved during April 2002, including 
137 new houses. The number of dwelling units approved during 
April 2002 decreased from the March 2002 figure of 167 however, the 
number of dwelling units approved increased from the 68 approvals 
recorded in April 2001. The number of dwelling units approved in the 
12 months to April 2002 (2,053) rose 47.2% from those approved in the 
12 months to April 2001 (1,395). 


At current prices, the value of total building was $27.5m in April 2002, 
26.5% below the March 2002 figure of $37.4m and 26.1% above the 
April 2001 figure of $21.8m. Residential building contributed $20.6m 
and non-residential building $7.0m in April 2002 (see table 27 and 
Building Approvals, Australia (cat. no. 8731.0)). 
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SALES OF NEW MOTOR In trend terms, the number of New Motor Vehicles sold decreased from 

VEHICLES 1,273 in April 2002 to 1,267 in May 2002. In the 12 months to May 2002 
the estimate increased 11.9%. Nationally, the trend estimate increased 
9.8% in the 12 months to May 2002. Passenger vehicles represented 
63.8% of all new vehicles registered in Tasmania in May 2002. 


These statistics replace the New Motor Vehicle Registrations collection. 
They are based on VFACTS series produced by the Federal Chamber of 
Automotive Industries. VFACTS reports the numbers of new motor 
vehicle sales by dealers and direct sales by manufacturers throughout 
Australia (see table 34 and Sales of New Motor Vehicles Australia 
(Electronic Publication (cat. no. 9314.0)). 


RETAIL 


Trend estimates In trend terms, the estimate of retail turnover in Australia for April 2002 
was $14,323.3m, a 7.4% increase from the April 2001 estimate of 
$13,337.2m. In trend terms, the estimate of retail turnover in Tasmania 
for April 2002 was $305.5m, 4.7% above the figure recorded in 
April 2001 ($291.9m) (see table 35 and Retail Trade, Australia 
(cat. no. 8501.0)). 


LIVESTOCK SLAUGHTERING 


Trend estimates Monthly movements of trend estimates showed slight decreases in all 
three livestock slaughtering series, with cattle and calves down by 1.0%, 
sheep and lambs down by 0.6% and pigs down by 1.8%. 


In April 2002, the trend estimate for the number of cattle and calves 
slaughtered was 15,300. This was down by 19.4% on the estimate for 
April 2001 and down by 31.7% on the estimate for April 2000. 


The trend estimate for the number of sheep and lambs slaughtered was 
45,300, down by 21.8% on the estimate for April 2001 and down by 
47.8% on the estimate for April 2000. 


The trend estimate for the number of pigs slaughtered was 4,040, a 
decrease of 15.0% on the estimate for April 2001 and a decrease of 
25.0% on April 2000 (see table 21).

CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 


The value of Tasmania’s exports for the month of April 2002 was 
$273m, an increase of 6% on the month of March 2002. 
Australia’s exports for April 2002 totalled $9,767m, a decrease 

of 7% on the previous month. 


Tasmania’s major export destinations for the month of April 2002 
were Japan ($34.6m) and Korea ($28.3m). Major commodity groups 
exported for the month were road vehicles and transport equipment 
($79.6m) and non-ferrous metals ($69.1m). 


The Established House Price Index for Hobart increased by 2.7% in the 
March quarter 2002. The largest increase for the March quarter was in 
Brisbane (7.9%) followed by Adelaide (4.7%). In the year to March 2002, 
Hobart’s index rose 6.2%, the second lowest of all capitals. The largest 
annual increases occurred in Sydney (20.0%) and Melbourne (18.3%). 


The Consumer Price Index (all groups) for Hobart increased by 1.0% in 
the March quarter of 2002. For the weighted average of the eight capital 
cities, the index rose 0.9% for the March quarter. The highest increases 
for the quarter were recorded by Sydney, Brisbane and Hobart (all 1.0%).
